Ten Students Will Be 
Assigned For Training 
At IT. T. Jr. College 

Telegraphic instructions from Ed 
Nilson, CAA official, Atlanta, Ga., 
Regional Supervisor, were received 
by the coordinator of the civil pilot 
training program last Friday to the 
effect that ten trainees were being as¬ 
signed to The University of Tennes¬ 
see Junior College. Mr. Nilson point¬ 
ed out that temporary records should 
be kept pending the arrival of new 
textbooks, new log books, new forms, 
etc., from Washington. 

There has been a rush of students 
luring the week to secure their pre¬ 
liminary physical examination look¬ 
ing toward the possibility of qualify¬ 
ing as one of the trainees. Fresh¬ 
man students are not eligible to par¬ 
ticipate. The applications have been 
confined to members of the sopho¬ 
more class. The academic records of 
the applicants are being studied care¬ 
fully. The school officials of the Uni¬ 
versity, the director of flight train¬ 
ing. and a government officials will 
collaborate in the final decision as to 
who the ten trainees will he. 

Final instructions have not been 
received by the coordinator from 
Washington. The state director of ae¬ 
ronautics stated that these bulletins 
of instruction had been exhausted 
and that an additional supply was be¬ 
ing printed. Some details of the pro¬ 
gram must await solution until com¬ 
plete instructions are received. 

One interesting question is, “Will 
young women be admitted to the civil 
pilot training program this fall?” 
Ten per cent of the trainees of last 
fall were permitted to he young wo¬ 
men. If the same regulation prevails 
for the fall program one young lady 
might he named by the committee 
which selects the trainees. The young 
women have exhibited a healthy in¬ 
terest in flying by the number of the 
applications. All trainees allowed in 
the program could be filled from the 
voung women alone. Many applica¬ 
tions from them hn v e boon tentatively 
filed with the school officials. 

A committee from the Chamber of 
Commerce, the City, and other civic 
organizations is working diligently 
to bring the airport field, that is the 
landing strips, into at least the mini¬ 
mum condition for service. The co¬ 
operation of all organizations has 
been remarkably fine and apparently 
their efforts have been rewarded hv 
the award of the program. Many de¬ 
tails yet remain to he worked out. 
Much work remains to he done on the 
field. With all interested people work 
ing together it is believed the flight 
instruction will be under way early 
next week 

The ground school held its first 
class in the civil pilot training pro¬ 
gram on last Tuesday evening. The 
class met again on Thursday evening. 
The ground instruction will he offer 
ed through the college by members of 
♦ he University Staff. Prof. S. R. 
Woods, head of the Agricultural En¬ 
gineering Department, and Dr. C. W 
Rrvant. phvsirist of the institution, 
will offer all or the maior part of the 
ground school instruction. Instruc¬ 
tion will carrv through the fall quar¬ 
ter until the Christmas holidays.

Kryl’s 50-Piece Symphony 
Orchestra Comes to Junior 
College Wednesday, Oct. 10 

On Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 1C, 
Bnhumir Kryl and his Symphony Or¬ 
chestra of 50 players will give a con¬ 
cert in the auditorium of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Junior College. The 
concert is being sponsored by the All- 
Students Club of the college and by 
several clubs in the city; namely the 
Lions Club, Young Men’s Business 
Club, Fortnightly Club, and the Fine 
Arts Club. Some other groups are 
yet to be contacted. 

For 40 years Mr. Kryl has enjoyed 
an enviable record in the field of mu¬ 
sic. He is recognized as the world’s 
greatest living cornetist and ranks 
with John Phillip Sousa as one of 
America’s finest band leaders of all 
times. In 1917 he was commissioned 
by the United States Government to 
supervise and train all army bands in 
various places over the country. As 
conductor of his own band he has 
made 35 coast-to-coast tours of the 
United States in as many years. 

Born in Prague. Czechoslovakia, the 
son of a sculptor, Kryl ran away 
from home to join a circus at the ten¬ 
der age of 11. In this troup he play¬ 
ed the cornet in the hand and was the 
“bov on the flying trapeze.” After 
two years as a trouper he met with 
an accident, gave up circus life, and 
came to America, playing comet in 
the ship’s orchestra to pay for his 
passage. For ten years he earned 
a living as a sculptor, and it was while 
John Phillip Sousa met him, heard 
him play the comet, and engaged him 
for his comet soloist. Kryl was then 
19. His record since that time is one 
of consistent progress until now he 
ha*' his own Symphony Orchestra. 

Mr. Krvl brings with'him as solo¬ 
ists Katherine Landry, well known 
soprano of the radio. May Hopkins, 
hnrn*«?t. pnd Praveslav Kr'ch, famous 
C7«rh violinist.

Final Enrollment Figures 
Given by Registrar 

With registration now completed, 
the Registrar’s office has been able 
to compile the actual statistical fig¬ 
ures as to enrollment. The total num- 
of students at the Junior College this 
year is 336. One hundred and ninety of 
this number are freshmen while 144 
are sophomores. There is about the av¬ 
erage proportion of men and women, 
as 195 of the students are men and 
141 are women. 

The division as to schools is as fol¬ 
lows: agriculture—67 freshmen and 
51 sophomores; ag. engineering— 24 
freshmen and 10 sophomores; educa¬ 
tion—16 freshmen and 20 sophomores; 
home economics—50 freshmen and 48 
sophomores; and liberal arts — 35 
freshmen and 15 sophomores. All in 
all, there is a slight increase over 
last year’s total, which in itself is en¬ 
couraging as to the future enroll¬ 
ments at the Junior College.

Students are asked to do 
their part by not doing anything to 
damage it. but the main job of tak¬ 
ing care of it rests wtth Mr. Mitchell. 
This, then, is the wtory of why we 
have a iull-time janitor. 

Mr. Mitchell also spends part of 
his time at the Physical education 
building, having unc.er his supervis¬ 
ion several students who help with 
the work. t 

The administration building is the 
most used of any building on the 
campus, and is the most important. 
No less than 16 faculty members con¬ 
sider it their headquarters. The ad- 
inistrative offices, library, book store 
and mail boxes are all found there— 
not to mention the class rooms and 
the Coca-Cola machine. You can see 
for yourself why we need a full time 
janitor. So if yon see anybody around 
who looks like he is cleaning un or 
otherwise looking after the adminis¬ 
trative building, and he doesn’t look 
like a student or anybody, vou know, 
inct cay “How do vou do.

Dairv Barn Is Comnleted 
On Junior College Farm 

The new dairy barn, standing in 
front of the old barn, naplaces for 
ten cows to be milked at one time. In 
the rear is a sanitary bottling room, 
bath, weighing room and feed room. 

The old dairy barn has been con¬ 
verted into a place for the cows to 
sleep and stay during snows and rainy 
weather. There are six stalls on 
each side, with an alley at the back 
to drive the cows in and out wit.’iout 
disturbing the others. Each stall ac¬ 
commodates four cows. The old wood¬ 
en windows have been removed and 
glass ones put in their place. Each 
stall is supplied with water by a fau¬ 
cet. The scales that formerly stood in 
front have been moved around to the 
side. 

The other new barn stands north¬ 
east of the old dairy barn, and was 
erected for the purpose of classwork, 
work stock and storage of hay. As 
you enter, on your left is the feed 
room. Just behind the feed room is 
the classroom, equipped with a water 
trough and various other equipment 
for the examination of cattle. 

The old poultry house has been torn 
down and rebuilt into a first class 
sheep barn. There are nine sheep 
stalls, with a lane down the middle 
for convenience in driving sheep In 
the stalls. The poultry is being cared 
for in a modern range house. The old 
hog barn is to be converted into a 
calf bam. 

The farm cottages have been re- 
screened and all farm buildings have 
been repainted.
